This sensational 
incident created wide-spread panic in the whole area. In 
order to check the infiltrators, a platoon of the 3rd Punjab 
Armed Police Battalion under the Command of Sub-Inspec- 
tor Harbhajan Singh was detailed for setting up a series of 
ambushes.

No. 1-T( 150)/ 64. — The neod for the formation of viable 
transport units has been generally recognised and inducements 
have been offered to operators for this purpose, but the road 
transport industry continues to be mostly in the hands of 
single vehicle owners. The organisation of the industry on 
proper lines has assumed importance in the context of our 
programme for production of commercial vehicles and deve- 
lopment of tho road transport system in the Fourth Plan 
period. Unless effective measures are taken, without further 
delay, it will become increasingly difficult to administer the 
regulatory provisions of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, and 
also to ensure economic and dependable transport services to 
the public. This is a matter in which uniformity of policy and 
concerted action are essential in all the States, 

2. It has been suggested In this connection that grant of 
statutory recognition or, in any case. Government patronage 
to associations of transport operators, with functions and 
responsibilities wider than those of the existing automobile 
associations, which servo the interests of private car owners, 
will contribute to improve the industry. 

8, Tho matter was given careful consideration by the 
Transport Development Council at its meeting held in July, 
1964. The Council recommended that the Union Ministry of 
Transport should set up a Study Group to examine the 
implications of the suggestion, mentioned in para 2 above, and 
also to make a comprehensive examination of the entire pro- 
blem of formation of viable transport units. 

4. It has accordingly been decided to appoint a Study

— The Government of India have re- 
ceived the Administration Report of the Port of Cochin for 
the year 1963-64. The salient features of the Report are 
given below : — 

(1) FINANCIAL RESULTS 

(a) Port Fund : The revenue Receipts of the Port 
( excluding the Pilotage Account and Special Receipts) during 
the year were Rs. 167.38 lakhs as compared to Rs. 136.04 
lakhs during 1962-63. The rise in income was mainly due to 
increase in receipts from Imports, Cranage and hire of plant. 
Lands and buildings and Interest and Miscellaneous. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contributions to the Reserve Funds and Capital 
Account) during the year under review was Rs. 125.14 lakhs 
as against Rs. 126.25 lakhs in 1962-63. 

A contribution of Rs. 25 lakhs was made to the Capital 
Account and the following contributions to the various 
Reserve Funds ;

(b) Pilotage Account: The gross income and expendi- 
ture during 1963-64 were Rs. 7.19 lakhs and Rs. 5.06 lakhs 
respectively, resulting in a surplus of Rs. 2,13 lakhs. 

(c) Reserve Funds : The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of the year was 
satisfactory. 

(d) Debt : The aggregate of debt charges during the year 
under review amounts to Rs. 23.88 lakhs as against Rs. 19.24 
lakhs in the preceding yoar. The outstanding debt of the 
port at the close of tho financial year stood at Rs. 340.49 
lakhs out of which a sum of Rs. 285.66 lakhs was due to the 
Government of India and the balance to the Government of 
Kerala. 

(2) TRAFFIC 

(a) Trade ; The total dead weight tonnage of imports 
which passed through the port during the year 1963-64 was 
20.34 lakh tonnes as against 19-59 lakh tonnes in the previous 
year, registering an increase of 0.75 lakh tonnes or 3.82 per- 
cent. The Increase was mainly due to more imports in 
mineral oil, cashewnuts, Machinery, Salt and other mis- 
cellaneous commodities. 

The exports during the year 1963-64 amounted to 
Rs, 4,22 lakh tonnes as against 4.03 lakh tonnes in the pre- 
vious year, showing an increase of 0.19 lakh tonnes. The 
increase was due to exports of Coir Produce, Rubber, Pepper, 
Copra, Prawns and other miscellaneous commodities. 

(b) Passenger Traffic : The total number of passengers' 
embarked and disembarked during the year was 1,446 and 
1,892 respectively as agaiust 1,690 and 1,646 during the pre- 
vious year. 

(c) Shipping : The number of vessels, excluding sailing 
vessels, which entered the port during 1963-64 was 1,35$ 
with a tonnage of 46.48 lakhs. The corresponding figures 
for Ibe previous year were 1,330 vessels and 44.80 lakh tonnes. 

1 13 sailing vessels with a tonnage of about 13,000 visited 
the port during the year as against 131 with a tonnage of 
about 16,000 during 1962-63. 

T.N.S. ‘Vikpant* of 704’ O.A. was the longest vessel which 
entered the Port during the year. M V. ‘Border Chieftain' 
of 56T O.A, and 13,238 G.R.T. was the longest and biggest 
and s.s. “Caltex Glasgow” with 31' draft was the deepest of 
the merchant vessels that entered the port during the year. 

(3) LABOUR AND WELFARE MEASURES 

The number of scholarships granted to the children of the 
employees was 66 dining the year. The amenities already 
provided such as library and reading room, indoor and out- 
door games, medical aid. etc., were continued as usual. 
These amenities were extended to the porterage labour also. 
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Uie relations between the Trade Unions and the Admin is- 
'®tlion continued to be cordial. A sum of Rs. 1.28 lakhs was 
paid by way ot retrenchment compensation to workmen 
consequent on the completion ol the Four Berths Projects. 

(4 J CAPITAL WORKS 

The work of construction of four additional wharf berths 
ttl the Eruahulam channel with ancillary facilities, which 
was started in April 1955, was completed and all the four 
berths put into commission by August, 1963, The work 
relating to the construction of Tanker Bertha in the Ernaku- 
lam channel and Lite second Coal berth and the extension to 
Cochin Port Trust Hospital was nearing completion. The 
only remaining work was the provision of floating fenders, 
which was also nearing completion. 

Other works such as dredging and reclamation, construc- 
tion of transit sheds, construction of railway sidings, road 
and drains inside the wharf area and laying of pip# line for 
bunkering oil made substantial progress. Preliminary works 
regarding the construction of an open berth in the Ernakulam 
channel was also in progress.
